Mrs. Emma Peck, whom her friends 
knew aS a conqueror of troubles and a 
teacher of optimism, yielded to a weight 
of adversity, that lIong before would 
have crushed a weaker spirit, when she 
shot and killed herself at noon Wednes- 
612 North 
Grand avenue, a family hostelry. 

“Be happy,"’ was Mrs. Peck’s daily 
to her neighbors. “Why 
have wrinkles and gray hairs? Your 
greatest troubies are those you make 
for yourself.’’ 

Her “sunshine talks,” as she called 
them, had almost a melancholy interest 
for those who knew the tragedy of. Mrs. 
Peck’s lifé, a tragedy in which, it 
seemed to them, Fate could hardly have 
been more bitter. 

Less than three years ago, Mrs. Peck 


|} made a discovery such as would shake 


the loyalty and break the heart of al- 
most any wife. She learned that her 
husband, Thomas V. Peck, had been 


| forced -to pay tribute to-a woran; whose] 


claims on himself he was obliged to 
admit. 

He was chief clerk of the Board. of 
Education, and in the effort to keep 
the woman from telling the story to his 
wife and to his superior officers, ‘he 
had fraudulently placed the woman on 
the city’s payroll as a substitute teach- 
er. 

Wife Stood by Him. 

This fraud was revealed after a few 
months. The wife, prostrated at first 
by the shock of Peck’s arrest and the 
greater shock of her own wounded feel- 
ings, rallied and stood by him through- 
out his trial. When he was convicted 
and sent to the penitentiary, she at 
once began an effort for his release. 

The faithful wife importuned teach- 
ers and principals of the public schools 
to sign her pardon petition and finally 
obtained the signature of Supt. Soldan 
at the head of the list. Gov. Folk 
Sranted the pardon after Peck had 
served a few months, and together the 
husband and wife endeavored to make 
& new start in life. They went into 
business as proprietors of a family ho. 
tel on Locust street. 

But Peck's health had been shattered 
by prison life and within a year after 


| bis release he died. 


Sister Died Aliso. 

The devoted wife tried to overcome 
her grief: by her philosophy of ‘‘sun- 
shine.’ A favorite sister who lived in 
Eureka Springs, Ark., came to St. Louis 
last spring to be with her. The sister 
became sick, went to a St. Louis hos- 
pital, recovered sufficiently to go home, 
and in August died there. 

It seemed to her friends that Mrs. 
Peck must break down under this final 
stroke of misfortune. But she did her 
best to. show serenity and “be happy” 


. continued to be her advice to her asso- 


clates. 

She seemed in her accustomed mood 
Wednesday, when, after a cup of coffee, 
drunk in the dining room as a late 
breakfast, she asked Mrs. Mary Beech- 
er, proprietor of the Kentwood, to put- 
ton the back of her street dress.

Henry Ascher and Bert Sutherland, 
Weisman’s negro porter had testified to 
the effect: that the $500 bribe money 
was deposited at the bank to the credit 
of Weisman. Weisman admitted that 
he got the money from Naughton and 
that he.sent Sutherland to deposit it. 


Appeals to Judge, 
When Naughton refused to answer 


the interrogatories relating to this tra»- 
saction, Circuit Attorney Jones appeale:j 
to Judge Shields. Attorney Rowe, ecoun- 
sel for Warner, protested that the su- 
preme Court had already decided in the 
cuse in which Naughton was convicted 
of perjury and subsequently acquitted 
by the higher tribunal that a witness 
cannot be forced to answer any ques- 
tion that might subject him to a crimi- 
nal prosecution.

Closely associated with the parties to 
the damage suits is G. F. Post, until 
recently a mailing clerk in the local 
Postoffice, who has been an admirer of 
the plaintiff since his arrival here from 
Yonkers, N. Y., a year afd a half ago. 
Post, has often called on Mrs. Rose. 

The plaintiff is a handsome brunette 
and has a daughter 12 years old. They 
came here from Georgia about two 
years ago. 

Post was in the postal service at pee 
burn, N. Y., and later at Yonkers. He 
got a transfer to the Postoffice here. 
Several months after coming to Webb 
City, Post asked for another transfer 
to California and this was refused by 
Postmaster Tholborn for ‘‘the good of 
the service.” Thereafter friction ensued 
which caused an: investigation into the 
affairs of.the Postoffice by Inspector 
Hodges, and Postmaster Tholborn was 
upheld. 

The Postmaster’ then preferred 

charges of inefficiency against Post and 
his removal from the service, on Oct. 
18 resulted. “ 
Post has. since remained in Webb City. 
‘The suit for slander was filed last 
night in the Circuit Court. Each of four 
counts demands $10,000 from Postmaster 
Tholborn and another count $10,000 from 
Harry Tholborn. 

Mrs. Rose charges that in four in- 
stances Postmaster Tholborn slandered 
her by false statements connecting her 
name with Post’s, and that they had 
been circulated by the proprietor ‘of a 
rooming house in Webb City.

NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—Special Assist- 
ant Attorney-General Stimson an- 
nounced today that as a result of a 
Federal investigation as to weights on 
which duties were paid on sugar land- 
ed here by the Arbuckle brothers, si- 
gar refiners; ‘it was ascertained ifere 
had been a shortage in duty payments 
by that firm amounting to $695,573. Mr. 
Stimson stated this sum had been re- 
paid in cash to the United States 
Treasury by the Arbuckle Brothers. 

Mr. Stimson said the invegtigation 
into the Arbuckle brothers’ importa- 
tions was begun last June and that the 
firm voluntarily turned over ali its 
books. The shortage in the payment of 
duties covered a period between 1593, 
when the Arbuckle refinery commence” 
operations, and November, 1907. 

Payment Is Without Suit. 

The shortage was reported to the Ar- 
buckle firm, said Mr. Stimsen, and as 
soon as it had verifitd the Government 
figures it voluntarily offered to pay the 
shortage to the Government without 
suit. Mr. Stimson said: 

“This payment has been accepted by 
the Secretary of the Treasury, with 
the concurrence of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, in full payment of all civil claims 
against the Arbuckle brothers. 

‘This settlement in no wise affects the 
criminal prosecution.of any individuals 
who may be shown to have been re- 
sponsible for the commission of frauds 
in respect to any of these matters, and 
the investigation and prosecution of any 
such persons will be vigorously pushed.”’

Nicaraguan President’s Plan to 
Ghoose Own Successor Is 
Not Favored. 


OPPOSITION TO PLAN 


United States and Revolution- 
ists Object to Personality 
of Candidate. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 15.—Dis- 


patches containing an account of the 
anti-Zelayan demonstration in Mana- 
gua were confirmed by a telegram re- 
ceived at the State Department from 
Vice Consul Caldera. From this dis- 
patch, which was dated yesterday morn- 
ing, it appears that some of the demon- 
strants were arrested by Government 
authorities but who the prisoners are 
was not: indicated. 

The dispatch also says that Zelaya 
has published a statement promising to 
resign the presidency of Nicaragua in 
favor of Madriz, who, as Zelaya’s can- 
didate, is not the choice of the people 
there. 

Mr. Caldera in speaking of the dem- 
gnstration of the night before 
says that large crowds surrounded 
the American Legation cheering the 
Government and people of the United 
States. 

In the absence of any specific in- 
formation on the subject the State 
Department officials discredit the 
news published some days ago of any 
important engagements between the 
Government and revolutionary forces 
at Rama in which the revolutionary 
army is said to have been defeated. 
The fact that the Government has 
received no information on the sub- 
ject is regarded as almost proof pos- 
itive that no engagement has taken 
Dlace at Raina.

Should Zelaya carry out his purpose of 
resigning and installing Madriz in hls 
place as President, there is reason to 
believe that the Estrada faction would 
continue their activities witn even 
greater vigor than they lave against 
Zelaya. The people of Nivaragua, it is 
asid, canomt look for better conditions 
under Madriz’ administration than un- 
der Zelaya’s, as he is known to oe a 
strong partisan of the former, although 
he has himself been a number of times 
in prison by Zelaya’s direct orders. 

It is also known that Madriz’ selec- 
tion would not be satisfactory to the 
Government of the United States and 
therefore his installation into the -of- 
fice of President of Nicaragua would 
rather tend to complicate than to sim- 
plify the situation in that country. 


KNOX GETS DELAY IN INQUIRY 
OF SITUATION IN NICARAGUA 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—Secretary of 
State Knox has requested the Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations to post- 
pone the suggested investigation of the 
Nicaraguan situation until such time as 
he is able to give the committee a clear 
understanding of Central American af- 
fairs. 

The committee was called together to- 
day by Chairman Cullom with the idea 
of having Secretary Knox make some 
statement which would acquaint the 
members with the exact situation in 
Nicaragua. The Secretary asked for a 
postponement of the meeting for a week 
or more and the committee acquiesced. 

Because of the request by Secretary 
Knox the resolution introduced by Sen- 
ator Rayner in connection with the exe- 
cution by order of President Zelaya of 
the two Americans, Cannon and Groce, 
was not taken up. 

There was some discussion by the com- 
mittee of the visit to this country of 
Mexico’s special ambassador, Senor En- 
rique Creel. Published interviews with 
Senor Creel have represented him as 
coming with a view to acting as a sort 
of mediator in any trouble between the 
United States and Nicaragua over the 
execution of the Americans. The opin- 
ion was expressed that Senor Cree} 
should be received by this Government 
as the ambassador of President: Diaz 
to present any views Mexico may have 
in regard to the future of Nicaragua or 
other Central American states, but that 
he could not be received in the capacity 
of a mediator between Nicaragua and 
the United States. 

Cruiser Prairie to Make New Start. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 15.—Laden 
with rapid-fire field pieces, 500,000 rounds 
of ammunition and clothing and pro- 
visions, enough to last the 550 men two 
months, the auxiliary cruiser Prairie 
today is prepared to make a second at- 
tempt to convey two battalions of ma- 
rines to Colon, Panama. The vesse} is 
expected to weigh anchor about 3:30 this 
afternoon. 

‘Princeton Is Nearing Corinto. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—The gunboat 
Princeton is approaching Nicaragua 
territory and is reported at the Navy 
Department as being at Acapulco, Mex. 
yesterday. She is bound for Corinto. 
and her arrival there will make four 
war vessels at that port of Nicaragua. 
It was officially denied at the Navy pe. 
partment that the Battleship Missouri 
was making ready to go to Nicaragua.

At a meeting with Mayor 
Kreismann at the St. Louis Club Sun- 
day the members of the commission in- 
sisted on resigning, but the Mayor says 
he has induced them to reconsider their 
action. 

New Bill te Be Intreduced, 

A bill prepared by the Commission 
authorizing the Terminal Association to 
lay tracks In the Ranken tract, on 
which it has taken a long lease, will 
be introduced in the House of Dele- 
gates immediately after the holidays. 
This bili will have the support of Mayor 
Kreismann and the House of Delegates, 
but if the Council does not recede from 
its position it will fail of passage. 

The members of the Municipal Bridge 
and Terminal Commission, all but one 
of whom were appointed by former 
Mayor Wells, regarded the action of tho 
Council as hostile to their plans. The 
members who desired to withdraw are 
Hugh McKittrick, vice-chairman: Joseph 
D. Bascom, C. W. 8. Cobb, R. 8. Col- 
non, Homer, P. Knapp, R. W. Shap- 
leigh and Bert H. Lang. 

Mayor Kreismann is chairman of the 
commission, and President Reber of 
the Board of Public Improvements is 
also a member. The commission was 
created by the Municipal Assembly. sev- 
eral years agod. 


Will Not Abolish Arbitrary. 
The members of the commission say 


the Terminal Association will not abol- 
ish the bridge arbitrary on coal and 
passengers and that the Council is try- 
ing to impose conditions that will be re- 
jected, and that facilities for_the better 
handling of freight and passenger traf- 
fic, in St. Louls cannot be made until 
the Terminal Association gets a fran- 
chise to use the property it has leased.

Reform Committee Witness 
Saw Thieves and Mur-

WASHINGTON, Dec, 15.—With a sup- 


porting large cast of reformers, men 
and women, Henry Brolaski of St. 
Louis, who professed to be a race- 
track gambler, was the star feature of 
a hearing before the Senate Judiciary 
Committee in support of the Burkett 
bill to prohibit the transmission of track 
betting odds over the telegraph or tele- 
phone lines. e 

He told how the public is mulcted by 
bdokmakers at racetracks, by poolrooms 
an’ handbook makers, his testimony be- 
ing made in aid of the movement to put 
an end to racetrack gambling. 

Brolaski, in candid and picturesque 
fashion, gave details of the gambler’s 
life and showed the poor chance of re- 
turns for money invested which is given 
to the gambling public. 

He was one of the owners of a Mex- 


-lican track and was put out of business 


at the instance of the Department of 
State through co-operation with. the 
Mexican Government. Hes now seek- 
Ing to have tracks in which he has no 
interest dealt with in like manner. 
Gambled in Many Cities. 

In introducing himself as having been 

a gambler, poolroom proprietor, book, 


imaker on racetracks and a handbook 


maker, Brolaski said he had worked in 
hig line in St. Louis, Chicago, Worth, 
Robey, Atlanta, Charleston, S. C., New 
Orleans, San Francisco, Oakland, Los 
Angeles, Latonia, Louisville and Ben- 
nings tracks, and had had 21 years’ 
experience. 

He roughly estimated that there are 
in the United States sixty or seventy 
poolrooms, 60 of them. in New York 
City. He said there were nearly 1500 
handbooks, He said that in New York 
City there were at least 100,000 hand- 
book and poolroom players. 

“The-‘play that is handled by the 
handbooks and poolrooms,” said Mr. 
Brolaski, ‘“‘is usually from a class that

It is. the greed. for more 
money and the gambling fever that be- 
comes inoculated into their systems, and 
it is growing all the time.”’ 

Brolaski condemned the ticker service 
of the Western Union Telegraph Co. or 
sub-leased lines as a great evil that 
should be stopped. 

Percentage Against Player. 

Pointing out the poor chance given 
the bettor for the return of any part of 
his wager, the witness said that in a 
pooiroom the percentage against the 
player would run from 2 to 150 per 
cent, and in a hand-book the percent- 
age was from 5 to 15 per cent. 

“Common sense will teach you that 
from 5 per cent up will eat up your 
capital.if taken out five or six times a 
day,’’ he said. 

“There is only one means,”’ said Bro- 
laski, “‘of putting this evil out of busi- 
ness effectively, and that is that the 
Government enact legislation prohibiting 
the transmission of poolroom and race- 


j track information over telegraph or tel- 


ephone wires, either openly or in cipher, 
and by having those laws enforced after 
they are passed; also prohibiting the 
use of the mails to newspapers that 
publish racetrack prices or results.” 
Bombs in Gamblers’ War. 

He said he could describe to the-com- 
mittee with which he had per- 
sonal vedsahitanes where men had be- 
come absconders, drunkards and thieves 
on account of the poolroom and hand- 
book evils. He spoke of the so-called 
gamblers’ war, now in progress in Chi- 
cago, caused by poolroom books and 
handbook factions. 

There had been 380 dynamite bombs 
thrown at gambling houses in the fight 
between these two factions, he said.

Electricity’s Cost in Detroit and St. Louis. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I have recently moved to St. Louis from Detroit. I 
accupy a six-rogm flat here of very ordinary quality 
at $5 a month. In Detroit I had a 10-room house, 
relatively as well located and more habitable, at $40 
a month. My electric light bill for the past month in 
St. Louis is $3.08-27 kilowatts at 12 cents, less 5 per 
cent. My bill for a similar consumption in Detroit 
would have been $1.50 in my 10-room house and $1.32 
in a flat the same size as~I now occupy. 

In Detroit the charge for electricity for domestic 
‘use is based on the’ number of rooms in the house. 
My 10-room house was a “7-unit’’ affair, reception 
hall, kitchen and maid’s room not being counted in 
finding the base for the minimum charge. The min- 
imum charge is 10 cents per kilowatt per room, or, 
in thy case, 70 cents. .The charge per kilowatt In ex- 
cess of the minimum is 4 cents, so that I would have 
had seven kilowatts at 10 cents and the remaining 20 
at 4 cents, or ‘$1.50 for what cost $3.08 here. But the 
minimum for my six-room flat would be 4 cents, 
with the remaining 23 kilowatts at 4 cents, or $1.32 
instead of $3.08. |

Attorney-General Wickersham said 
substantially the same thing in . his 
speech at the dinner of the Pennsylvania 
Society Saturday night: ‘“‘The commerce 
of this country has beconie almost en- 
tirely intenstate and internation! com- 
merce, The states have démonstrated 
their complete inability either to prop- 
erly regulate and control that commerce 
or to intelligently and efficiently create 
and control adequate agencies to carry 
it on.” 
Granting that the states have not 
achieved a brilliant success in the busi- 
ness of regulating commerce, how much 
better has the United States Government 
done? It was more than 22 years ago 
that Congress enacted the first inter- 
state commerce law; yet during that 
time most of the concessions that the 
public has obtained from the railroads 
have been wrung from these common 
carriers by the states. With unlimited 
power in the matter the Federal Govern- 
ment after 22 years has failed even to 
stamp out the evil of rebating, as shown 
by The World’s recent exposure of the 
practices of railroads and ocean steam- 
ship companies at the port of New York. 
It’ was more than nineteen years ago 
that the Sherman anti-trust law was 
enacted, ‘‘a criminal statute,” to use 
the words of Justice Holmes. How ef-. 
fectively has the Fedéral Government 
enforced this law? How many violators 
have been sent to jail? Are there mdfe 
‘or fewer great trusts now than thére 
were 19 years ago when this drastic law 
took effect?

The world’s high single game tenpin 
record for a five-men team competing 
in a regular match on regulation ten- 


pin alleys registered with the Ameri- 
can Bowling Congress, was bettered 
by 28 pins by the Regal Shoe Co. team 
of the City Star League, when the five 
got a total of 1235 in the second game 
of its match with the Witter-Christens 
on Nos. 6 and 6 alleys at the Palace 
Tuesday night. 

The former world’s record is 1207 pins, 
held jointly by the Koenig-Kaisers of 
St. Louis, and established two years 
ago; the Howard Majors of Chicago 
and the Burkes of St. Louis, the latter 
rolled on the Grand Alleys last year. 

To get a total of 1235 in one game 
means~that the average for each of 
the five men must come up to 247 pins. 
This is marvelous bowling, as the pos- 
sible score in a game of tenpins is 300 
and calls for 12 consecutive strikes. 

Tuesday night Jules Schmitt, captain 
of the Regals, got 11 perfect strikes in 
a row. On his twelfth ball he did not 
hit the head pin perfectly and left one 
pin standing. — 

His score consequently was 299. 
Louis Waldecker got a total of 277 
pins. Martin Kern chalked up a. total 
of 26. Emil Masson sent over 204 
pins. Bruce Darling got 199 pins. 

Masson and Darling were the winners 
of the scratch medals for tne two-men 
competition in the recent City Cham- 
pionship;tournament. The Regals won 
the medals for the best five-men total 
score from scratch for three games. 
The Regals were shooting in fine form 
Tuesday night and had no difficulty in 
taking three games from the Witter 
Christens.. They averaged 1064 pins. 

The world’s record score is bound to 
be accepted by the American Bowling 
Congress as official at the*annual tour- 
nament to be held at Detroit next 
month. If the score is not beaten each

member of the five will receive a gold 
medal. If the single pin had not stood 
up on Jules Schmitt he would have been 
eligible to compete against any other 
bowlers who happened to roll a 300 
or perfect score during the year for 
a special gold medal. 

Last year the Burkes took the gold 
medals for the best score rolled during 
the American Bowling Congress year. 
When the Keonig-Kaisers broke the 
world’s record it was two years ago 
also on No. 5 and 6 alleys at the Palace.

ALTER CAMP has made a study 
W of the Canadian game, and if 

if any alterations are to be made 
by the Rules Committee they will doubt- 
less be along the lines suggested by the 
Canuck rules. These place emphasis 
against the college idea of interference, 
as no man of the side in possession of 
the ball may precede the runner. 

In wiping out this feature the primal 
principle of our football will have been 
wiped out entirely, and the game will 
be, to all intents and purposes, identical 
with the Canadian sport, save in the 
number of men employed. Team work 
will be minimized and our slogan of 
‘11 men in every play” will become an 
impossibility. Individual running and 
dodging, punting duels, frequent scor- 
ing and a disagreeable indefiniteness as 
to relative team strength will feature 


‘ithe play. 


No statistics as to injuries under the 
Canadian rules, such as are tabulated 
by lynx-eyed calamity men in this coun- 
try, are kept, and it is, therefore, im- 
possible to say if the proposed change 
in rules would be justified by a saving 
to life and limb.

A bill raising the license tax on these 
several kinds of enterprises has been in- 
troduced by Councilman Evers, a mem- 
ber of the committee, and additional or- 
dinances increasing fees paid by other 
businesses and imposing taxes on some 
which pay nothing now will be presented 
to the Assembly soon. 

Instead of a flat rate for theaters and 
picture shows the bill proposes a tax 
based on their prices of admission and 
their respective capacities. Those which 
charge more than $1 for each person will 
have to pay 90 cents a seat per year, 
and those charging less than $1 will be 
taxed 65 cents a seat per year. 

$12,000 Increase on Theaters. 

Picture shows will pay 50 cents a seat, 
with a minimum of $150 a year, no 
matter how small their capacity. The 
total increase on theaters will, it is 
estimated, be about $12,000, and on pic- 
ture shows about $4000. Theaters and 
picture shows now pay $150 a year. 

Baseball parks with a seating ca- 
pacity of more than 7500 will pay $50 a 
game instead of $400 a year, as now, 
while those haying seats for more than 
1000 and less than 7500 will be taxed 
$20 a game. Parks with less than 1000 
seats will be agin $10 a game. 

Summer gardehs now pay $150 a year, 
but under the pending bill would be 
taxed $100 a month, provided they give 
theatrical performances. There is in the 
proposed ordinance a prohibition against 
dancing in summer gardens. 

Circuses that have accommodations 
for 5000 persons or more will be as- 
sessed $5600 a day, with an additional 
charge of $10 for each sideshow and 
$100 for a parade. All circuses now 
pay $600 a week. Those of a capacity 
of from 2500 to 5000 will have to pay 
$100 a day, those with from 1000 to 2500 
seats, $50 a day, and those with a ca- 
pacity — than 1000 seats, $100 a week. 


ew Licenses Proposed. 
deiininn and wrestling exhibitions, 


which are not now licensed, will have 
to stand a charge of $150 a perform- 
ance when 3500 seats are provided for 
$75 when there are be- 
tween 1500 and 3500 seats; $60 when from 
500 to 1500 persons are accommodated 
and $35 for less than 500 seats, Such 
exhibitions pay nothing at present. 

Other amusements and devices which 
will be brought into the taxable class 
by the proposed ordinances are skating 
rinks, bowling alleys, arcades and slot 
machines. The license for skating rinks 
will be a month; for arcades $150 
a year and slot machines $5 each, un- 
less in arcades. 

The special committee intends to rec- 
odmmend an increase in the case of 
nearly every license collected by the 
city and*to urge the imposition of taxes 
also On newspapers, public garages, 
natatoriums and probably slot tele- 
phones.
